Two persona were killed, two fatally 
Injured and six seriously Injured when 
a train on the Covington, Flemlngsburg 
and Ashland railroad went through a 
trestle two miles from Ftemlngsburg. 
The trestle, which was fifty feet high, 
collapsed, dropping the train and en¬ 
gine Into the volley beunv. The work 
of rescue was done with great difficulty, 
a line of men being formed un the hill¬ 
side to pass up the dead and InjureJ. 

Despite the efforts of the Citizens’ 
Committee, the settlement of the street 
railroad strike In San Francisco seems 
as far off as ever. The United railroad 
officials decline positively to recognize 
the Carmen’s Union on the ground that 
it went out of existence when the com¬ 
pany discharged Its employes for dis¬ 
obeying the order to appear for work 
at the car barns on Tuesday morning. 

A Chicago paper prints a story alleg¬ 
ing the arrest of Charles H. Moyer, 
president of the Western Federation of 
Miners. In Chicago in 1885 for burglary. 
According to the story, he was subse¬ 
quently sentenced to the Joliet peniten¬ 
tiary. where he served from February. 
1886. to January. 1887. The story is de¬ 
nied by Moyer, who says he was In the 
Black Hills at the time mentioned. 

The Jury to try James Hargis, on the 
charge of complicity in the murder of 
James Cockritl. was selected and sworn 
at Lexington and the taking of testi¬ 
mony will begin to-day. after the open¬ 
ing statement for the prosecution hy A. 
Floyd Byrd. Hargis executed a new- 
bond for $25,000 to cover his appearance 
in court during the progress of the

Danvflle has been swept by a wave 
of reform and the Citizens* League, re¬ 
cently formed, has persuaded all keep¬ 
ers of disorderly houses t> leave the 
city. "Blind tigers’* have b^eu closed 
and an effort will be made to have the 
drug stores stop selling liquor, even on 
prescription. 

*the Mexican-Guatemalan embroglio 
will be settled without the severance of 
diplomatic relations. Mexico has de¬ 
cided to take a generous view of the 
situation and will content herself with 
publishing the history of the entire 
matter to show up Guatemala’s bad 
faith. 

Capt. A. Krech, of the Hamburg- 
American Line steamer Graf Walder- 
see. one of the oldest commanders In 
the transatlantic service, died on board 
his ship on May 6. while the steamer 
was in midocean. His body was 
brought to New- York yesterday. 

The longshoremen’s strike in New 
York so far as it concerns the transat¬ 
lantic lines gives promise of lasting 
some time and being a fight to a finish. 
The strike against the coastwise lines 
Is settled. The settlement was a partial 
victory for the men. 

The commercial modus vivendl be- 
tw*een the United States and Germany, 
which has already passed Its first read¬ 
ing In the Relohstag, and which was 
referred to committee May 7. was yes¬ 
terday accepted by the committee by 
20 votes to 8. _ _

TRAIN HURLED 
INTO VALLEY 


Trestle Fifty Feet High Sud¬ 
denly Collapses. 


Loaded Coaches Go Down 
With Engine. 


Two Killed and Eight Se¬ 
riously Injured. 


MANY MARVELOUS ESCAPES. 


Flemlngsburg, Ky.. May 10.—[Spe¬ 
cial.]—Without the slightest warning, a 
trestle fifty feet high and 250 feet long, 
spanning a ravine two miles from here, 
collapsed this afternoon as the evening 
train for Hillsboro was in the center 
of it. The engine and tw-o cars, con¬ 
taining about twenty-five persons, were 
throwm into the ravine. 

Two persons were killed, two fatally 
injured and six seriously Injured. Many 
others, in fact every passenger and 
trainman on the train, were more or 
less bruised and battered.

Both Oars Splintered. 

In the two coaches were twenty or 
twenty-five persons, men, wromen and 
children, and how- any of them escaped 
alive is regarded as almost a miracle. 
The cars were splintered and the en¬ 
gine reduced to scrap-iron. The pas¬ 
sengers were caught In the debris and 
those who were killed or fatally injured 
were frightfully mutilated and disfig¬ 
ured. 

Non£ of the passengers had the 
slightest chance to escape, and the first 
they knew of danger was when they 
felt the cars sink under them and drop. 
Then they felt the shock and some of 
them knew no more for a time. Two 
men- will never awaken.

Pile of Debris In Valley. 

The scene of the wreck is about two 
miles from here and news of the dis¬ 
aster quickly reached the city. All the 
physicians in the city were summoned 
and went at once to the valley in which 
the pile of wreckage lay. 

With the assistance of a hundred or 
more citizens, the. work of rescue of 
the dead and wounded was begun. The 
wrecked cars and engine lay in the val¬ 
ley. with two steep hills on each side, 
which with the wet and slippery ground 
made the work of rescue difficult.

Amelia, 
the little daughter of Mrs. Snodgrass, 
named after her mother, who was in¬ 
jured in the wreck, weeps and calls for 
her mother.

FUNTEBAL PARTY IN WRECK. 


Accompanying Body of E. D. Rankin 
To Hillsboro. 

Cincinnati. May 10.—CSpecial.]—Mrs. 
Amelia Snodgrass, who was injured In 
the wreck near Flemlngsburg, is the 
wife of Benjamin B. Snodgrass, a con¬ 
tracting painter of Covington. Their 
home is at 844 Bank Lick street, Cov¬ 
ington. 

Mrs. Snodgrass and her brother-in- 
law. Harry Thomas, were accompany¬ 
ing til>e body of E D. Rankin to Hills¬ 
boro for burial. Mr. Rankin, who was 
Snodgrass' father-In-ha w, made his 
home with Snodgrass. He died two 
days ago. In the party that accom¬ 
panied the body were Mrs. Sallle 
Graham, a widow, daughter of Rankin. 
She lived at 1237 Russell avenue. Cov¬ 
ington; Harry Thomas, a master bar¬ 
ber. whose home was in Cincinnati; 
Mary Thomn3. his wife, and little 
baby: Mrs. Mao* Wheeier. another 

daughter of Rankin, of 19 Athey street, 
Covington; C. B. Rankin, wife and 
child, a son of Mr. Rankin, who lived 
on Sixteenth street, Covington, and 
William Campbell, who made his home 
with Mr. Rankin.

All Seriously Injured. 


The flrat intimation that Snodgrass 


Lexington. Ky.. May 10.—[Special.]— 
All last night and throughout to-day 
citizens, detectives and Deputy Sheriffs 
of this and Jessamine counties searched 
In vain for George Hocker, the negro 
who yesterday murdered New’ton Veal, 
a prominent farmer, and to-night the 
pursuit relentlessly continues. 

The negro was trailed last night to 
the cabin of his brother-in-law, John 
Gray, near the Tate’s Creek road, where 
he left the spring wagon, but ns the 
Deputy Sheriffs drove up Hocker saw 
them and slipped away in the darkness 
on foot- The bloodhounds were taken 
out to the Gray cabin, but so many 
persons had been about the place that 
the dogs could not be utilized. The mur¬ 
derer. still armed .with- his shotgun, is 
believed to have escaped across the 
country or to be hidden in some negro’s 
cabin. 

All roads were watched to-day, while 
the country was scoured by the pur¬ 
suers. Gov. Beckham to-day telephoned 
to County Judge Bullock that the State 
would give $200 reward for the negro’s 
capture, and this has been supplement¬ 
ed by a reward of $500 offered by the 
relatives and neighbors of the murdered 
man for the negro, dead or alive. 

Late to-nlghf a report reached this 
city that Hocker had been seen at 
Frlcetown. a negro village about eight 
miles from the scene of this mui der. and 
a wagonload of detectives heavily 
armed was hurried to that point. Up to 
an early hour this morning nothing 
had been heard of this party and it Is 
feared they failed to find the murderer. 
The m^ro told his brother-in-law. the 
negro Gray, that he would never be tak¬ 
en alive, and the officers are instructed 
to take no chances with him. It Is 
probable that when he Is found only his 
dead body will be brought in. 


MAYOR TOM’S TROUBLES 
ALMOST OVERWHELMING 


FACING MANY UNPLEASANT 
PROBLEMS—HIS DAUGH¬ 
TER’S SEPARATION. 


Chicago, May 10.—The Journal to-day 
printed a long story. In which it is al¬ 
leged that Charles H. Moyer, president 
of the Western Federation of Miner*, 
now awaiting trial at Boise, Idaho, 
| served as a convict in the penitentiary 
at Joliet, In this State, in 1886 and 1887. 
| The date of his discharge is said to 
have been January 4. 1887. 

According to the Journal, Moyer was 
sentenced from Cook county on Feb¬ 
ruary 4. 1886. to serve one year for 
burglary. The date of his discharge is 
given as January 4, 1887. The official 
record of the Joliet prison In the case 
is sold to be as follows: 

Nome—Chas. H. Moyer. 

Number—7,465. 

Sentenced from Cook county February 
4, 1886. 

Age—Twenty years. 

Term—One year, for burglary. 

Height—Five feet eight inches.

The Arrests. 


Cleveland, O.. May 10.—[Special.]— 
Mayor Tom L. Johnson, his friends said 
to-day, is nearly overwhelmed by his 
troubles. His wife ls ill in New York, 
his daughter separated from her hus¬ 
band, the prospect of reopening the 
suit against him for $600,000 taxes, his 
fight for three-cent fare here blocked 
by litigation calling his personal con¬ 
duct Into question, and stories relating 
to his alleged domestic unhappiness 
and tales saying that he ls suffering 
from Brlght’8 disease, arc- more than 
the ordinary man codld withstand. 
Besides. It Is said that his enemies are 
resorting to every trick to persecute 
him. The story of the separation of 
his daughter Bessie from Signor Fred- 
erico Mariana was believed to-day by 
the Mayor's cflose friends, none of 
wham, however, would talk for pub¬ 
lication. 

As to Che cause of separation, several 
theories are advanced, the chief one 
being tha/t It was due to difference In 
religion. This story Fays that Signor 
Mariana’s mother, a Roman Catholic, 
had frowned upon his marriage to a 
Protestant, and that she threatened to 
disinherit him. 


EQUITABLE OFFERED 

SIXTEEN MILLIONS. 


Moyer declared that had Hartnett been 
a little slower with his club he “would 
have been killed. Hartnett said to¬ 
day: 

"Moyer used to amuse himself In sa¬ 
loons by shooting pool balls into the 
pockets with his revolver, and he had 
the general reputation at that time of 
being a bad man.” 

John Keating died while a convict 
in the Joliet penitentiary, and one of 
his brothers, Charles Keating, who is 
now a prisoner In -the county Jail, said 
to-day: 

"We always knew that Charles H. 
Moyer, president of the Western Fed¬ 
eration of Miners, was the man w'ho 
was sent to the penitentiary w’ltlh my 
brother Johnny. I don't remember 
him myself, but he used to go with 
my sister, and I have often heard my 
folks J_;eak of him. After Moyer got 
out of the penitentiary he used to write 
to a mutual acquaintance, Sam Will¬ 
iams, and Sam used to read the letters 
to us. One time Sam came over with 
a paper telling how Charley Moyer had 
been made the head of the Miners’ 
Federation.” 

Mrs. Keating, the mother of John 
Keating, to-day accuses Moyer of be¬ 
ing the cause of her son’s downfall. 
She said: 

"Charley Moyer left Chicago as soon 
as ho got out of the penitentiary, but 
for a long time he wTCrte to Sanvuel 
Williams, who lived next door to us, 
and Williams used to read us his let¬ 
ters. Williams later went to Missouri,

New York. May 10.—Directors of the 
Equitable Life Assurance Society at 
their next meeting will consider a prop¬ 
osition that the society accept an offer 
of $16,060,000 for Its real estate on 
Broadway, between Pine and Cedar 
streets. Including its own office build¬ 
ing. The offer has been approved by 
a committee of the Equitable directors. 
If adopted by the full board. It ls pro- 
l>osed that the Equitable Society ex¬ 
pend about $2,000,000 of the proceeds of 
the sale In the erection of a new build¬ 
ing in the neighborhood of Fulton and 
Church street, down town, for Its own 
exclusive use. This would leave about 
$14,OCO.COO In cash for the society's 
treasury. 

RIGHT TO ATTACK 

M’CLELLAN’S TITLE. 


Albany. N. Y.. May 10.—The Court of 
Appeals to-day sustained the right of 
Attorney General Jackson to attack In 
the name of the people the title of Geo. 
B. McClellan as Mayor of New York 
City, in behalf of William R. Hearst. 
The Hearst cause has now won In all 
courts. 

The court is unanimous and no opin¬ 
ion is given. 


The arrests were made on the morn¬ 
ing of December 4, 1885. according to 
the Journal's story, by Patrolman John 
Hartnett, who is now a Lieutenant at 
the West Lake station and was for a 
time Inspector of Police. Hartnett was 
walking north In Wood street toward 
Warren avenue, when he heard men 
running behind him. He stepped into 
the shade of a tree and the men up- 
preached him. He stopped them and 
asked where they were going. They 
eajd they were going home. Hartnett 
then asked one of the men who was 
later Identified as Keating what his 
name was. Keating replied: 

"John Kelly.” 

"What Is your name,” asked Hart¬ 
nett of the other man. 

"Fred Baker,” was the reply. 

The man giving the name of Baker 
opened his coat as he spoke and Hart¬ 
nett caught sight of a revolver. He at 
once struck the man across the face 
with his club, knocking him senseless. 
Keating turned and ran, but was 
brought to a halt by Hartnett’s threat 
to shoot him down If he did not stop. 

According to the story printed by the 
1 Journal, Hartnett waited until the man 
who was afterward declared to be 
Moyer recovered his senses and then 
marched both men to the patrol box at 
Wood and Madison streets. Here he 
was Joined by Patrolman Thomas Hen- 
nessy. who Is still connected with the 
Lake-street police station. Here Keat¬ 
ing made an attempt to escape, but 
was recaptured. Both men were then 
taken to the Lake-street police station. 
There, according to the Journal, Moyer 
first gave the name of Fred Baker, and 
then said his name was Charles Moyer. 
Keating made no further attempt to 
conceal his identity and made a full 
confession of the crimes enumerated.

The Sentence. 

The two men were later hdd to the 
grand Jury In bonds of $5,000 each by 
Justice O. J. White at the Desplalnea- 
street police station. January 26, 1886, 
the men were sentenced to Joliet peni¬ 
tentiary, Keating fior two years and 
Moyer for one year. The charge on 
which the sentence was based was the 
burglary of Larson’s clothing store at 
721 WeM Lake street. 

Lieut. Hartnett to-day corroborated 
all of the facts given above, and said 
that he had been told afterward that 


Mexico City, May 10.—The Guate¬ 
malan affair has been settled.

IN INTEREST OF PEACE 


Mexico Decided To Take Generous 
View of Situation. 

Washington, May 10.—The Mexican 
Ambassador. Mt. Creel, to-night au¬ 
thorized the Associated Press to say 
that the trouble between Mexico and 
Guatemala, which for several days has 
threatened to terminate the diplomatic 
relations between the two countries, 
has been definitely and satisfactorily 
adjusted. Mr. Creel to-night received 
advices from his home Government to 
this effect. As to the basis of the 
agreement, the Ambassador declined to 
talk. 

"You may state, however,” he said, 
"that the trouble Is now over and that 
a satisfactory agreement ha* been 
reached.” 

Dispatches received during the day 
at the State Department and at the 
Mexican Embassy had indicated that 
there would be a settlement of the 
trouble without a diplomatic break. 
Mexico determined to take a generous 
view of the situation on the ground 
that further estrangement now would 
jeopardize permanent peace for the 
Central American States—which Is 
hoped to be the result of the coming 
conference in Nicaragua. 


UNCLE SAM’S NEW 
UNDER-WATER FIGHTER 


ALL AMERICAN RECORDS FOR 
QUICK DIVTNG BROKEN. 


‘OCTOPUS’’ IN A SERIES OF EX¬ 
TRAORDINARY TESTS. 


EFFICIENCY DEMONSTRATED. 


Newport. R. I., May 10 —All American 
records for quick diving by a subma¬ 
rine boat were broken to-day when the 
Octopus went through a series of ex¬ 
traordinary tests in Coddlngton Cove, 
in a nasty sea with a thick fog, and a 
southwest wind that blew at a rate of 
forty mile?* an hour. 

The principal test was for the purpose 
of determining whether the Octopus, 
while afloat, would be able to get sub¬ 
merged quickly If an enemy should be 
sighted. Running at full speed on the 
surface, propelled by gasoline engines, 
the Octopus received a signal from 
members of the trial board on board 
the tender Nina. Immediately the en¬ 
gines were stopped and power was fur¬ 
nished by storage batteries. Diving 
rudders were adjusted, the submarine 
took thirty-seven tons of water Into 
her tanks and sank to a depth of twen¬ 
ty feet.

She was Immeasurably shocked to-day 
when Maclver’s will was piuduced and 
she teamed that he had repudiated their 
betrothal In w.l’ing our days before 
his death. 

Maclver*8 fortune, consisting of cu¬ 
rios. valuable manuscripts and deeds to 
property, of w’hlch ho w’as wont to 
boast, cannot be found.

Stored In a Trunk. 


Shortly before he died he told some 
of his visitors that his fortune was 
stored In a trunk In a "near-by safe 
deposit vault.” The nearest deposit 
vault to the place where he lived is the 
Garfield, In the Masonic Temple, Sixth 
avenue and Twenty-third street. 

Miss Dillon, upon her arrival in New 
York yesterday, ordered MacJver’s body 
removed to Merritt’s Eighth-avenue un¬ 
dertaking establishment and retained 
Job E. Hedges as counsel to look aft¬ 
er her Interest in the estate. Mr. 
Hedges secured an order from Surro¬ 
gate Thomas directing the Garfield 
Safe Deposit O mpany to open Its books 
and turn over to Miss Dillon any prop¬ 
erty of the dead man of which It might 
be possessed. 

The order was presented at the safe 
deposit vaults to-day by Miss Dillon, 
who was accompanied by Mr. Beattie, a 
law’yer from the office of Mr. Hedges. 

Others present were Assistant Public 
Administrator Sheldon and R. C. Mitch¬ 
ell. an old friend of Maolver’s. The 
books of the bank showed that Mac¬ 
lver etored a heavy trunk there about 
a year ago, but soon removed It.

Virginia Society Learns Many New 
Things About Founder of Univers¬ 
ity of Old Dominion State. 


Lexington. Ky., May 10.—^Special.]— 
The sensational confession was brought 
out this afternoon at the Coroner's In¬ 
ti uest over the bo-dy of M^torman 
Wells, who was killed In the street-car 
collision yesterday, that the street-car 
officials had been Notified by the con¬ 
ductor a few minutes before the acci¬ 
dent that the brakes were out of order. 
Notwithstanding this notification, the 
car later was packed with passengers 
and permitted to attempt the perilous 
descent of the Broadway hill. It was 
shown that Wells was grinding on a 
worthless brake when he struggled so 
desperately and sacrificed his life so 
heroically to save the passengers. 

This admission was drawn from 
Frank Ttmberlake, train dispatcher for 
the street car system, who stated that 
George Clayton, conductor of the ill- 
fated car, had a Bhort time before the 
accident reported by telephone from 
Scott’s Hotel, at the Southern depot, 
that the brakes of the car were out of 
order. He responded to Clayton by tell¬ 
ing him to bring the car in if he could 
get it in. Timberlake said that he did 
not know whether the motormon was 
aware of the bad brake or not, 

”My idea,” said the witness, “was 
that the conductor would come in with 
the empty car.” In response to a direct 
question, Timberlake sold: 

"There Is no doubt but that I re¬ 
ceived a report from Scott’s Hotel that 
the brakes were out of order, and 
ordered them to bring tlje car in if they 
could.” 

He said that all cars have orders to 
run slowly down hill, and that there is 
no record of the condition of the cars 
except the motorman's daily report.

Sam Francisco, May 10.—The street 
railway strike has developed Into a 
fight to a finish. Neither side is will¬ 
ing to accept arbitration, and the Citi¬ 
zens’ Committee appointed to secure 
industrial peace have been unable to 
find any basis of settlement. It has 
been demonstrated that the present po¬ 
lice force Is inadequate and that strong¬ 
er measures will be necessary to insure* 
a general resumption of service if the 
struggle is conducted on present Hues. 

The wish to-day of the United Rail¬ 
roads officials waa to run a string of 
cars from the barn at .Oak and Brod¬ 
erick, through the business district and i 
north of Market street to the ferry 
building, but the consent of the police 
department could not be obtained. As 
a compromise two cars were run as 
far info the business district as Larkin 
street, being operated on Oak. Stan¬ 
ton, Page, Devisldene and Suter streets. 
The route was covered twice. On the 
first trip mounted police acted as out¬ 
riders, and more than a score of pa¬ 
trolmen rode in automobiles, but no vio¬ 
lence was offered by the crowds. On 
the second trip the mounted officers 
were withdrawn as an experiment to 
determine the temper of the crowd. 
Missiles were hurled from buildings and 
several persons were injured.

On Oak 
street, near Lyon, the driver of a loaded 
brewery wagon showed signs of the 
purpose to blockade the cars. He was 
clubbed and put to rout, 
the President Mullaly, Chief Surgeon 
Coffey. Assistant Superintendent Chris¬ 
tensen and "Sandy” McNaughton. the 
well-known turfman, alighted from au¬ 
tomobiles at Oak street, opposite the 
Pan Handle, and boarded one of the 
cars. With the exception of several 
newspaper men. they were the first 
passengers to ride since the commence¬ 
ment of the strike. A nonunion con¬ 
ductor, a Kentucky' youth, collected five 
fares from McNaughton and ”knocked 
them down.” He handed the quarter 
to Mullaly as a souvenir—the first 
money taken in by the United Rail¬ 
roads since the tie-up of the system 
last Sunday.

A Brother’s Statement. 


The Journal also prints a story under 
the date line of Boone. Ia. t which Is 
substantially ns follows: 

Frank S. Moyer, Chief of Police of 
Boone for four years, and now a con¬ 
ductor on a street car line here, is a 
brother of Charles H. Moyer. He said 
to-day to a Journal correspondent: 

•t heard that Charley got into trou¬ 
ble in Chicago once and was arrested.

I know that Charley went to 
Chicago in 1884 or 1885 and was gone 
about a year and a half. I did not hear 
from him during that time.

Moyer Denies Chicago Story. 


A statement printed by the Chicago 
Journal charging that one Charles Moy¬ 
er was In 1888 sentenced to one year in 
the Joliet penitentiary was printed here 
this afternoon and created much dis¬ 
cussion. That C. H. Moyer, the prison¬ 
er now In the Jail hero, charged with 
the murder of former Gov. Steunenberg, 
Is one and the same man is denl^ by 
the prisoner and his counsel. Moyer, 
when seen to-day on the subject, said 
he was working in the mines in the 
Rlack Hills country of South Dakota 
at the time, which is given as between 
February 4. 1 S 8 G. and January 4. 1887. 
He states that it would be easy to veri¬ 
fy this by the records of the Castle 
Creek Gold Mining Company, nt Rock¬ 
ford. S. P.. where he says he was work¬ 
ing at the time. Moyer also said that 
the postmaster at Rockford will be able 
to testify ns to his receiving mail at the 
time and that the officials of the county 
and State will verify his denial of the 
story that he was an inmate of the 
Joliet penitentia ry at any time. 

Federation Officials Deny. 

Denver. Col. May 10.—The story that 
Charles H. Moyer, president of the 
Western Federation of Miners, servpd a 
term In the Joliet penitentiary for bur¬ 
glary. Is discredited at the Federation 
headquarters in this city. C. E. Ma¬ 
honey. vice president and acting pres¬ 
ident, said he had no record of Mr. 
Moyer’s entire career, but was poslttve 
that the man who served a term in the 
Joliet penitentiary was not the man 
who is now president of the Western 
Federation of Miners. 


YEAR IN PRISON FOR 

NEW YORK LAWYER. 


Evidence of Relaxation In the At¬ 
mosphere of Boise. 

Boise, Idaho, May 10.—There Is notice¬ 
able evidence of relaxation in the at¬ 
mosphere of Boise to-day. Notwith¬ 
standing an outward appearance of 
apathy and lack of interest in the case, 
there has existed for some time In Boise 
an extremely tense condition. Reports 
as to what might happen either before 
the trial started or during its progress 
haVe tended to create a very decided 
feeling of uneasiness. The presence in 
the city of a number of private detec-J 
tlves employed by both sides and the 
outspoken attacks by the radical ele¬ 
ment of the Socialists necessarily 
brought out many rumors and reports, 
purporting to come from authentic 
sources, of probable trouble, such as an 
attack on the jail or on attempt to 
spirit away some of the chief witnesses 
for the prosecution. 

The proceedings in the court room 
yesterday did much to dissipate this. 
There was a spirit of give and take. 
A Joke from one or another of counsel, 
or a laugh caused by the answer of a 
talesman acted as safety valves, and 
when the day was over the strain was 
relieved and everyone breathed easier. 

• • • 

Selecting the Jury. 

Mr. Richardson, one of Haywood's 
leading counsel, said to-day: 

“We expect the Sheriff will select his 
veniremen with fairness and with care 
so as to enable us to secure an impar¬ 
tial jury. If the right class of men Is 
selected wo will not take a long time to 
secure a jury."

Abe Hummel, Convicted of Conspir¬ 
acy In Dodge-Morse Case, Will 
Go To Jail. 


New York. May 10.—One year in State 
prison and to pay a fine of $500 was 
the sentence imposed to-day on Abra¬ 
ham H. Hummel, the lawyer, who was 
convicted of conspiracy in the famous 
Dodge-Morse divorce case. Hummel 
was convicted in the New York State 
Supreme Court several months ago. 
but appealed to the Appellate division 
of that court. The decision was af¬ 
firmed to-day by the higher court. 

Conspiracy to annul the marriage of 
Charles W. Morse, the financier, to Mrs. 
Charles E. Dodge, was the crime of 
which Hummel was convicted. Mrs. 
Dodge had secured a divorce from her 
former husband in 1898. Three years 
later she was married to Mr Morse. 

In 1903 Hummel as counsel for Dodge 
began proceedings to annul the de¬ 
cree of divorce separating Dodge and 
Mrs. Dodge, on the ground that no pa¬ 
pers in the case were ever served on 
Dodge. He was successful, and the 
divorce was set aside, but It was learn¬ 
ed subsequently that the papers had 
been served on Dodge. The decree of 
divorce was then raafllrmed. and Mrs. 
Dong* again became the wife of Mr. 
Morse. 


All Plead Guilty. 

Toledo. O., May 10 ,—Pleas of guilty 
by the brick and lumber dealers re¬ 
cently Indicted by the grand Jury were 
offered before Common Pleas Judge 
Morris to-day. The brick dealers plead¬ 
ed guilty to subdivision 10 of the Valen¬ 
tine anti-trust act. which provides 
against pooling of interests by two or 
more companies. Their plea was accept¬ 
ed and they will submit a fine, os Im- 
prlsonmfnt cannot be Imposed under a 
plea of guilty to the subdivision named. 
The lumber dealers pleaded wholly 
and unqualifiedly guilty, and threw 
themselves on the mercy of the court 
The action of the defendants came as 
a surprise.

Detroit, May 10 .—The American 
Ticket Brokers* Association elected of¬ 
ficers as follows: President, G. H. Salt, 
Niagara Falls, N. Y.; secretarv, W. B. 
Carter. Louisville. New York was 
chosen as the next place of meeting. 




Frankfort. Ky., May 10.—rspeclal.] 
Following the construction of the 
County Unit local option statute, an¬ 
nounced several days ago, the Court of 
Appeals to-day declared that the fact 
that a city of the first, second, third or 
fourth class may have only a few 
months before voted upon the question 
of the sale of liquor will not operate 
to prevent a vote from being taken lr 
the entire county. Including such city 
within three years, and if the citizens 
of such city desire an election sepa¬ 
rately on the same day. the County 
Judge must fro fix the time ns to give 
them a reasonable opportunity to file 
their petition. The effect of this Is 
that, where a city has voted for the 
sale of liquor, the temperance advo¬ 
cates cannot thereafter, within three 
v^ars. hold an election in the county 
without giving the citizens an oppor¬ 
tunity to file a petition for a separate 
vote on the same day. 

This decision of the court was an 
nounred in a case of J,J. Yates, Coun 
tv Judge, against G. H. Nunnelly and 
others, on appeal from the Scott Cir¬ 
cuit Court, and the decision affirms the 
judgment of that court. The opinion 
was written by Judge Lasing, the 
whole court sitting and concurring. 
The appellees, Nunnelly and others, 
presented to the County Judge of Scott 
county a petition for a local option 
election In the county of Scott, to be 
held Deceirther *. 1906. Previous to 
that time. In August. 1906. the city of 
Georgetown, a city of the fourth class, 
had had an election on the question of 
the sale of liquor, and had voted for 
the sale. 

• • • 

Can Mandamus Judge. 

The County Judge declined to order 
an election in the entire county, being 
of opinion that the County Unit Law 
■was unconstitutional. Upon his refusal 
to order the election, an appeal w.us 
taken from his decision to the Circuit 
Court, Judge Stout being asked for a 
writ of TTHandamus to compel the in¬ 
ferior Judge to grant the petition of 
appellees. The Circuit Judge granted 
the prayer of the petition to him and 
directed Judge Yates to fix days for 
registration and election on the ques¬ 
tion of sale of liquor. In the Circuit 
Court the County Judge urged that 
It was entirely within his discretion 
to fix the day of election, and that he 
could not be mandamuaed to fix a cer¬ 
tain day. The court here says that 
he. having refused to fix any certain 
day, could not be mandamused to fix 
a day. and the Circuit Judge did not 
err in fixing the day. 

• • • 

Opinion of the Court. 

In affirming the court below, the 
court here says in part: 

“Coder the act of 190* the county le 
made the unit, and upon application, by 
petition. signed by the requisite number 
of voters, as provided by Section 2.5C>4 of 
the Kentucky Statutes. It Is the duty of 
the County Judge to order an election for 
the entire county not earlier than sixty 
day 8 after the application for the election 
is lodged Irt court. If there Is in sa d 
county a city of the first, second, third or 
fourth class, the citizens thereof may act 
for a vote upon the same clay by comply¬ 
ing with the requirements of Section 
2.354—that is. by petition to the County 
Judge signed by tne requisite number of 
voters. It is the duty of the County Judge 
when a petition is filed with him asking 
for n vote In the entire county, to fix a dav 
for the holding of such election far enough 
ahead eo as to give to the citizens of any 
town of the first, second, third or fourth 
Class, that rm.y be situated tn mid coun¬ 
ty, an opportunity to apply for a vote on 
the 5 *me day If they no desire. When a 
vote Is taken In the entire coun*ty and a 
vote is also had in a city of the first, sec¬ 
ond. third or fourth olaJ* In said county 
on the same day. If a majority of the legal 
votes cast in the city are in favor of the 
sale, barter or loan of spirituous, vinous, 
malt or other intoxicating liquors therein 
th^n It shall be lawful for the same to be 
sold In said city without regard to the 
result of the vote in the remainder of 
said county outside of the cltv. A vote 
may not be taken In a county oftener than 
once In three years, nnd hence, when a 
city of the first, second, third or fourth 
class has had a vote upon the some day 
that a vote is had In tne entire county a 
vote could not again be taken therein un¬ 
der three years.

within the county a reasonable opportu¬ 
nity to apply, by petition, for a separate 
vote upon the same day. The time fixed 
for the holding of this election has long 
since waw;d ruid upon the return of this 
case tne Circuit Court Judge will enter a 
Judgment directing the Judge of the Scott 
County Court to enter an order upon his 
book directing the Sheriff of Scott county 
to open n poll In the entire county, on a 
day to be fixed by said County Judge not 
earlier than sixty days after the entry of 
said order, and he will also fix a clay for 
registration in those towns In Scott coun¬ 
ty where registration Is required Judg¬ 
ment Is affirmed."

Other Decisions of Court. 

The court upheld Judgment of the 
Fayette Circuit Court in a case of 
Ge*orge Robb against the Common¬ 
wealth. The defendant was convicted 
in the court below of detaining a wom¬ 
an. and his punishment was fixed by 
a Jury at confinement for seven years 
In the State penitentiary. The woman 
bringing the charge was Catherine 
Diamond, a thirteen-ye-ar-old girl, resi¬ 
dent at CUfton Heights, a suburb of 
Lexington.

Officials of the Louisville Railway Com¬ 
pany, when seen yesterday afternoon, de 
nied that the company Is dlsclrlminuting 
In favor of Its nonunion employes. Denial 
Is also made that the company is violating 
its contract made with its men Just prior 
to the calling off of the strike. They 
assert that the company Is doing all in its 
power to satisfy its men. and that they 
did not know the men were dissatisfied 
until they saw reports of dissatisfaction 
In the papers. 

“We think the men. If they have 
grievance, should come to us first,*' said 
a high official of the company yesterday 
“and not tell their troubles to outsiders 
The company stands ready at all times to 
treat with its men.” 

When asked yesterday afternoon to out¬ 
line some of the grievances the union em¬ 
ployes have against the company, Will¬ 
iam Jacobs recited the following: 

• • • 

Recital of Grievances 


“Section 9 of the articles of agreement 
entered into between the union and the 
company specifies that ten hours, or as 
near that as practicable, shall constitute 
a day’s work, and that no schedule must 
extend beyond twelve hours. On Sundays 
the men work from seventeen to eighteen 
hours under the present arangoment of 
schedules. Wltllam F. Schwartz, a con¬ 
ductor on the Walnut-street line, on Frl 
day of last week worked eighteen hours. 
On the following day, Saturday, he work¬ 
ed eighteen hours. On Sunday he was 
told to put In the same number of hours, 
but stated that he was not physically able 
He agree to return to the barn and make 
an after-supper run., but Instead he was 
told to report at the office, where he was 
discharged. 

“Another section of the agreement spe¬ 
cifies that a regular man with a regular 
run. when called back to the barn for 
extra service, shall not be allowed by the 
company less than one hour’s extra time. 
This section of the agreement Is con¬ 
stantly broken, os In Instance after In¬ 
stance a man Is notified to report for ex¬ 
tra duty, and reports to the barn, where 
he is told that other arrangements have 
been made and that he Is not needed. He 
Is allowed nothing for the time consumed 
In making the trip to and from the barn. 

“Lee Stout has been employed by the 
comp.iny for sixteen years. He was a 
conductor on the East Broadway line. The 
rules of the company require that he re¬ 
verse the register each trip Just b f>re 
leaving the car barn a<t Baxter and High¬ 
land avenues, going east. On Sunday he 
rung up a passenger’s fare before revert 
Ing the register. It was an overdght on 
his port, but the company got the fare 
lust the Rime. He was reported by an 
inspector, nnd the next day was dis¬ 
charged. He went to see Mr. Funk, nnd 
the latter Just laughed at him when he 
asked for reinstatement. 

“On last Sunday, a conductor who had 
been doing service on the Fourth-avenue 
car line was transferred to a M.irket- 
street car. Being a new man on that run. 
nnd not familiar with it, he stepped 
aboard the front platform of the car and 
asked the motorman what time they 
would be relieved from duty. He was 
reported by an Inspector and discharged.

Funk, who contented himself with merely 
calling the man over the telephone and 
warning him :igninst frequenting salmons 
In the future. He did not even caff him 
to his office. Had the man been a union 
employe he would have been discharged. 

“Before the recent strike was Inaugur¬ 
ates!, and before the street-car men’s 
union had been organized. It was custom¬ 
ary to place what are termed extra men 
on Interurbcm rams whenever one of the 
extra men was off. Nrrw they take a 
regular man off a regular run nnd p’.icc 
him on the lnt«*mr1>an run. which Is pre¬ 
ferred It is always a nonunion man Who 
gets the run.

Dispute Over Overtime 


”We submitted the agreement entered 
Into between us and the railroad company 
to R. A. McDowell the other day to have 
him Interpretate section 9, which sp-clfles 
that an employe of the company shall b* 
paid twenty-five cents nn hour for nil 
time over twelve hours. Mr. McDowell 
agreed with us In this construction, hut 
Judge Alex. Humphrey, attorney for the 
street railway company, held that a man 
was not entitled to overtime until he had 
worked over fourteen consecutive hours.” 

When shown this list of grievances, a 
high official of the railway company re¬ 
plied that no such complaints had been 
made to him or any of the other offida's 
by the men. and that the company was 
not discriminating or acting contrary to 
the terms of the contract entered Into 
with Its men.

During Judge Gregory’s term of office 
he i natl tut ed suU against the city with 
a view to compelling it to pay taxes on 
its water mains, which for five years 
back had been omitted from the assess¬ 
ment made against the waterworks prop¬ 
erty.

"It was decided agnJnst the city by the 
Franklin Circuit Court while Judge Can- 
trill was Circuit Judge. The city appealed 
and the Court of Appeals affirmed the 
lower court In November, 1904.

The Quiet Mon, 'In Swimming." show 
the same sincerity, the same tolerance 
expressed in the handling of the more 
tangible subjects. The plea for the 
cynic, that is for a limited cynicism, 
Is admirable. The conical sense Is not 
the sense of humor, though related to 
it. “It is the antiseptic sense. So far 
from promoting envy, malice and un- 
charitableness, it Is allied with sym¬ 
pathy." But Mr. Pier adds that a man 
cannot he cynical of friends and keep 
them; he must not grow cynical of him¬ 
self or nothing remains, and the danger 
of cynicism lies In the fact that once ad¬ 
mitted It may grow until It narrows 
his hopes and enthusiasms and finally 
rots the man himself. 

"Reasonably limited and kept wi'tb- 
fn bounds if Is a source of strength fo a 
man rather than o>f weakness: It gives 
him an Independent and self-respecting 
point of view; It berates him If he 
tend® toward® a weak sent!mentality;

Forbes-LIndsoy covers pretty compre¬ 
hensively America's possession® in the 
Atlantic and Pacific ocean®. The first 
volume 1® devoted to the Great An¬ 
tilles, Guam, Hawaii and the Panama 
canal. Matter® historical, industrial, 
political and sociological are summarily 
presented. Porto R2oo, Guam and Ha¬ 
waii. however, engaging the author’s 
attention at greater length than 
the other Island® do. Guam the 
author consider® has received a 
regard too slight from the Ameri¬ 
can people and the Government. 
For though Inconspicuous upon the 
map. It® value a® a naval station. Its 
interesting problems a® regard® ad¬ 
ministration deserves more cordial and 
intelligent appreciation. Mr. Forbes- 
Ltndsay point® out that it is the only 
good harbor in the Pacific, that after 
the opening of the Panama canal it will 
be In the main route of several steam¬ 
ship lines. Hence, and because they are 
quick, intelligent and amiable, the peo¬ 
ple of Guam should be given an educa¬ 
tion to fit them for their future oppor¬ 
tunity Indeed, to these people, the 
Chamorro®, the author thinks we have 
a heavier moral obligation than to¬ 
ward the Filipinos and Porto Ricans. 

To return to the Atlantic Island®, the 
author's view of our relation to them 
In the future Is this: That geographical 
propinquity, commercial Interests, po¬ 
litical sympathies, together with other 
factors, must tend to establish closer 
relations between the United States 
and them, that In fact finally compul¬ 
sory conditions will inevitably force us 
to claim them all under the stars and 
stripes. 

Ifvterestlng chapters are devoted to a 
study of the Panama canal. The story 
of this work from Its beginning until 
the year 1906. when the author’s last 
pages were written, is given, and plans 
for the future are briefly sketched. 

Volume H Is devoted entirely to the 
Philippine possessions. A general de¬ 
scription of all the Islands is given. The 
history of the inhabitant® from the 
earliest times, through Spanish domin¬ 
ion, and the recent administrations, is 
entered Into in short chapters devoted 
to the various tribes of the various 
islands.

Mr. Taft’s views 
are too well known to need repetition 
here. Mr. Forbes-Lindsay concurs with 
them, considering them the "most di¬ 
rect. logical and consistent statements 
of the conditions and prospects in the 
Philippine Islands, a® well as the most 
clear and unequivocal expression of the 
policy of the American Government to¬ 
wn rd those islands." 

AMERICAN INSULAR POSSESSIONS.

Paris, April 24.—Something of a sen¬ 
sation ha® been created In literary cir¬ 
cles here by the appearance of a volume 
of letters written by the late Emile 
Zola when little more than a boy. Never 
before published, or even quoted, they 
reveal a Zola whose existence wa® un¬ 
suspected by the vast majority of both 
his enemies and admirers. They prove 
that the grimmest realist of his time 
began by being a poet, and show him 
at twenty enamored of the Ideal to such 
an extent that, having in 1860 discov¬ 
ered a delicious idyll by Georges Sand, 
he wrote to his friend BaJUe: “You see, 
even Georges Sand dreams of peaceful 
love." Indeed, the present letter® ad 
dressed to three of hie friends of about 
his own ago furnish but few Indica¬ 
tions which could be called prophetic 
of his future career. If it is not that 
they demonstrate the dogged persever¬ 
ance which characterized him all his 
life. 

Zola was a hard-working, serious 
young man earning hi® own living, and 
determined to make his mark In the 
world. Writing to Bailie in May, 1860, 
h* said: 

You wlM be wen off. and I shall, per¬ 
haps, earn a little fame • • • if I adopt 
definitely the literary career I will fol¬ 
low my motto, “all or nothing!" Con*w- 
quently, I will not walk In anyone’s foot¬ 
steps not that I have the ambition to bo 
a chief of a new school, out becaaiso I 
wish to discover some unbeaten path. 

He had confidence in himself, but 
nevertheless at time® ho knew discour¬ 
agement. Not long after penning the 
ambitious tvords quoted above, ho 
wrerte to the same friend: 

"I see the future so, so black that I 
shrink from it with terror. No for 
tune, no trade or profession, nothing 
but dleoouragement.'’ 

Such despondency did not, however, 
last long, and the following loiter® are 
full of dissertations on the literary 
works that he had studied and the ex¬ 
pression of hi® own poetical yearning®. 
One night, half awake and half asleep, 
consumed by the fever of ambition, he 
conoelved the general Idea of a grand 
poem, which would, he believed, as he 
wrote to his friend, "bring the applaud¬ 
ing or furious crowd to hi® feet." 

It 1®. he said, such a serious work, 
and of such very great scope, that I 
cannot meditate on It too much, nor 
fail to submit It to the appreciation of 
friends. 

At the same time Zola, though con 
sclous of their defect®, loved Ills first 
poetic productions, and decided to pub¬ 
lish three of them together under the 
title of “Les Trols Amour®." 

Pursuing hi® literary studies, he read 
Shakespeare, though not in English, be¬ 
cause he did not know the language. In 
a long letter addressed to Bailie on that 
Inexhaustible subject, he regretted not 
to be able to speak of the style, a® he 
had only read translation®. Neverthc 
less he oonfeeeed that he found many 
too gross phrase® which shocked him. 
though, he affirmed, "I am not prudish, 
but I am above all a poet, and I love 
the harmony of idea® and Images.” 
After tihia criticism young Zola proceed¬ 
ed to express unbounded admiration for 
Shakespeare's genius. He did not an¬ 
alyze his words one by one, but, speak¬ 
ing of them In general, he said: 

We CfuvrvX but confess that truth guid¬ 
ed the writer’s pen. While remalmng 
r*al par-exoeilence. Shakespeare did n»X 
reject the ideal. Tire same as in real life, 
the Ideal ha® It® place the same in his 
dramas—we tU-way® see a white-vlstm 
Ophelia and her poertlo madroee®. Juliette 
and her pure love. 

Speaking of Shakespeare's digres¬ 
sions, he added: 

Two word® suffice to shed a strong light. 
That in no way hampers the pr.iVMpal 
action. Above all. Hamlet is full of thoso 
digressions. A thousand lncUknrts occur 
whU^h seem to be entirely unconnected 
with the subject. However, werv they 
irupprraeed there would remain nothing 
hut a cold and pale tragedy. The poet 
take® a very simple, sub loot, but lie turn® 
and twists It about and places It In the 
light of all the prismatic colors. Hence 
troUt graat number of short scenes wh.’ch, 
far from Impeding the action, rend era it 
greater ami give® It brilliancy. But. let 
not an ordinary poet attempt to adopt such 
a proceeding. A Shakespeare Is necessary 
to co-ordinate those diverse piece®, to 
bind them solidly together to make a ho¬ 
mogeneous whole of hKerogeneous jiarts, 
to blend the most Incongruous colors to 
create a world out of that oheos and to 
draw from it human life with its laughter 
ami sobs, Its blasphemies and prayers. 
Its grandeur and Is poverty, wint and 
destitution. The path Is narrow fund the 
ftbysm is deep; if you are not sublime 
you will be diffuse and detestable. More¬ 
over, with Shakespeare those digroMdims 
do no seom to be sought; they come nat¬ 
urally and should rather be called devel¬ 
opment. 

This first volume of Zola’s letters, 
penned In hi® youth is to be followed by 
a second volume, concerning literary 
and artistic matters on which he wrote 
to his friend. There will he a third 
volume offering considerable interest, 
as It will contain the letters written by 
Zola relative to the Dreyfus affair, and 
especially those written by him during 
hi® exile In England.

Ah! Russia, the country wh»re they 
hltve such grand persecution, was the 
sentiment of I been In a letter to his 
friend. Prosperity does not develop the 
heroic virtues. They flower In fullest 
beauty only under the bitter winds of 
adversity and persecution. That which 
grinds down the masse® Into torpid 
stupidity and sullen vlclousneas, raises 
up among them here and there great 
souls like stars to guide the rest up¬ 
ward. This tale of Russian oppression 
and Russian Heroism has for Its cen¬ 
tral figure a mother, a poor, ignorant, 
patient woman, who has t^r twenty 
years been beaten by her husband, 
whose one desire Is to serve him quick¬ 
ly enough to avoid his blows; whose 
one hope 1® to escape the next beating, 
which she never does; whose whole ilfe 
has known only fear, dread, suffering 
and brutality. Silent, meek, expres¬ 
sionless. she timidly watches her young 
son after his father's death, hut he 
makes no movement to beat her. He 
Is kind to her, sometime® he speaks to 
her. gradually he explains that he is 
reading forbidden literature which is to 
emancipate the people, then he hrlng® 
some of his friend* to meet secretiy In 
hi® home, and she Is surprised to see 
that they talk together, but neither 
curse nor drink nor pound eaoh other. 
Slowly this woman'® mind expands, 
her heart grows warm, her motherhood 
takes In all of them, she thinks, she 
grows, she absorbs, she radiates. Fin¬ 
ally she develops Into a wonderful se¬ 
renity. a beautiful courage. She aids 
the Socialists, distributes pamphlets, 
gives up her son with unfaltering 
heart, take® deadly risks with unques¬ 
tioning quietness and finally mak the 
great sacrifice with the . same simple 
sweetness and serene faith. It Is a 
wonderful story of growth, pathetic 
and thrilling. The mother is not the 
only character, but she stands su¬ 
preme. and all the rest but add to the 
simple dignity of her figure.

A rather sprightly, satisfying book 
has been made out of the episodes in 
the life of an Englishman who foiled 
to achieve sympathy and success in 
England, hut who received these gifts 
and more from America. When a story 
or an article by him rejected by the 
British publishers wa® printed In an 
American journal, letter after letter of 
appreciation went out to him from 
America. He was poor and crippled, to 
hoot, so what with his neglect ln his 
ow*n country, his encouragement from 
this. America, had become the Land 
of Heart’s Desire, of freedom, the land 
where men were prized at their true 
w'orth. Hence Americans were Ideal¬ 
ized. 

And here is wrhere the humor 
comes In. For American®, long poor 
Davenant’s friends by correspondence, 
were constantly presenting themselves 
at hls door—only for them or himself 
to prove Inadequate to the occasion. 
An art devotee from Memphis. Tenn., 
a lovely California girl in love with 
him, as he with her, a Boston dramatic 
critic, all appear, and Davenant re¬ 
peatedly unable to bear or to continue 
the disillusion, as the case may be. haa 
to retreat to "Suffolk." a place of 
refuge created by hls imagination, to 
the huge amusement of hls friends. 
One merit of the book lies In the hu¬ 
morous and pathetic presentation of 
this gay, brave-hearted, struggling, 
quixotic Davenant, with hls Ideallstio 
dreams of America wnlther he goes 
finally—only to breathe hls last ln sight 
of the harbor of New York.

In hls biography of Magellan, Mr. 
Ober has added another good contribu¬ 
tion to that series of brief and Inter¬ 
esting monographs, "The Heroes of 
Amerlcaji History" Magellan offers 
particular attraction to hi® biographer. 
Hls environment, his achievements 
and inspiration were highly romantic, 
though the last did not materialize till 
a little later than might have been ex¬ 
pected. considering that in the days of 
hls impressionable youth the air w^a* 
full of golden adventures, thrilling 
discoveries, Columbus,. Cabral, Da 
Gama and others nuiking voyages that 
must have been a supreme matter for 
local excitement and rumor. But 
young Magellan, having come down 
from hls mountain hamlet with the 
rugged virtues native to hls birth¬ 
place. lolled around as a courtier by 
day ln IJsbon. a dissipated young 
blade by night, till finally he woke up 
and set out on the expedition to the In¬ 
die®, not to seek fortune at the sword’s 
point, but as a fighter for hls King and 
for his faith. From this point on to 
hls romantic death. Mr. Ober ha* made 
Feman Magellan’s biography full of 
the glamour of exploration and dis¬ 
covery, especially that salient chapter 
of It that tells of the famous expedi¬ 
tion round the Straits of Magellan, 
and thence round the Pacific to the 
Philippines and Guam.

It was 
easy to pass the resolution in the lower 
house of the Forty-fourth Con¬ 
gress against a third term. On 
these accounts opposition to tho 
Idea of a Dictator w'as more ac¬ 
tive then than now. But, all the same, 
let the idea get well Imbedded In the 
popular mind that there is danger that 
the thought of a third term Is reaJIy 
latent, and you shall see public opin¬ 
ion rear upon Its hind legs as It never 
reared before. 

The Gazette continues: 

trr f tho country could be convinced that 
such a step would mean that the Ameri¬ 
can Republic would be Mexicanlzed; that 
It would lead to dictatorship and despot¬ 
ism, there is not tho slightest doijbt as to 
what the result would be. The American 
people are above all things devoted to 
tho principles of popular government. 
They will never take any step which 
they regard as seriously i-ndangv-ring tho 
fundamental character of our Institu¬ 
tions.

"The third-term precedent would be 
made the pretext for the open hostility 
of a powerful clement which has all along 
secretly ontagnoized him.

Tho 
Argonaut further estimates that be¬ 
tween one-half and one-third of the to 
tal has been returned In insurance judg¬ 
ments. 

It is probable that Mr. BurchoU’s es 
timate is more nearly correct. People 
are Inclined to overestimate tlielr own 
losses, especially when claims are to bo 
made for reimbursement. The under¬ 
writers' estimate shows no wide mar 
gin, and Is probably based largely upon 
losses that could be proved. Undoubt 
edly there were losses not susceptible 
of proof, but k is not apparent that 
these have been left out. The indirect 
losses are. of course, not included, and 
if these were taken into account, the 
larger estimate might not be excessive. 


The Sterilization of Criminals. 

Dr. William A. Spurgeon, of Indiana, 
reopened a discussion of the Interesting 
question of crime and heredity when, 
before a medical conference In Chica¬ 
go. he championed the idea that crim¬ 
inals must be weeded out by drastic 
means and must not be allowed to 
reproduce their kind. "If society," he 
Is quoted as saying. "Is to be protected 
from the vicious and criminal elements 
which prey upon and destroy the rest, 
It must keep them from reproducing 
themselves. I know a woman in In¬ 
diana from whose marriage at least 
ICO criminals trace their descent. Tho 
whole southern portion of my Com 
mon wealth was peopled for a time with 
her descendants." That the "whole 
southern portion w’as peopled" is either 
a misquotation of tho doctor or 
loosely-expressed statement, since it Is 
obvious that in the nature of things 
such could not bo the case. However, 
if one woman was the source of 
100 criminals, the doctor's position is 
well supported. The idea of steriliz¬ 
ing the habitual criminal class Is not 
new—In fact. Dr. Spurgeon mentions 
that the laws of hls own State recog¬ 
nize the wisdom of it by providing 
the authority to proper persons to prac¬ 
tice it—but the Impressive presentment 
of the idea by the Indiana physician 
coupled by bis formidable bit of sup¬ 
porting evidence, adds emphasis to it. 

It is an old story that the human 
race is to be developed In virility and 
greatness only by the mating of the 
best specimens. Scientists have writ¬ 
ten stacks of books on the subject. One 
of the very latest to treat of It Is 
Luther Burbank, the wizard of the 
garden, w r ho w’ould apply to the human 
species the same general theory which 
he followed to develop to their highest 
growth the various specimens of plant 
life which won him hls world-wide 
fame. 

The bringing of children Into the 
w'orld by criminals la revolting in It® 
very thought; such children are almost 
inevitably tainted constitutionally; the 
tendency to degeneration Is In their 
very bone and marrow, and their en¬ 
vironment is as a rule such as toltouis 
ish their lurking germs of criminality 
and to Bend them on the direct road to 
prison or the gallows. Frequently cases 
are recorded of births within peniten¬ 
tiary walls. Some of these luckless In¬ 
fants possibly may be snatched from a 
criminal's career by tender heart® and 
strong hands, but the chances are that 
they are foredoomed to a career of 
evlL Society. In turn. Is foredoomed 
to be their prey. 

The extermination of the criminal 
class by the prevention of criminals 
from perpetuating their breed has much 
to commend it. 


San Francisco’s Loss. 

President G. W. Burchell. of the Na¬ 
tional Board of Underwriters, puts the 
property loss at San Francisco resulting 
from the earthquake and fire of April, 
1906. at $350,000,000 In round numbers, 
and of this he estimates the Insurance 
companies of the world bear $ 220 , 000,000 
to $225,000,000. 

The San Francisco Argonaut says 
that, while nobody will ever know pre¬ 
cisely the amount of the losses, the 
common estimate Is from $400,000,000 to 
$500,000,000. This Is a very wide margin 
and can hardly be based upon anything 


What and How Much They Drink. 

The Dcpartn^im of Commerce and 
Laibor sends out the «ta f r.ent from a 
London newspaper of the production 
and consumption of alcoholic bever¬ 
ages in the principal countries of the 
world for the year 1905, with com¬ 
parisons with some former years. 

If quantities of the fluid consumed 
be taken as a' test, beer must be de¬ 
scribed as the chief tipple of enlight¬ 
ened nations. Accordingly, it Is as¬ 
signed tho first place in the record of 
production and consumption. Germany 
Is the leading producer of beer, hav¬ 
ing In 1905 made 1,601,000,000 gallons. 
Great Britain wag formerly second, but 
has yielded that place to the United 
State®, which are credited with 1,413,- 
000,000 gallons, while Great Britain takes 
now' the third place, with 1.219,000.000 
gallons. As to consumption, however, 
the account Is very different, when put 
upon a per capita basis, which Is the 
way it is presented In this review. In 
this report Belgium has an easy lead, 
with 4S.8 gallons per head of popula¬ 
tion, a slight increase since 1901, when 
the per capita consumption was 48.2. 
Great Britain comes next, but by a 
long interval, with 27.7 gallona Ger¬ 
many is third, with 26.3, and the Unit¬ 
ed States fifth, with 16.8. Thus we 
drink per head only a little more than 
half as much beer as Germany, and 
about one gallon to three consumed in 
Belgium. Our British cousin® also con¬ 
sume nearly two gallons to our one. 
In Germany and Great Britain the per 
capita consumption of beer has de¬ 
creased since 1901, while in the United 
State® it ha® increased from 14.6 to 16.8. 
France Is a snuall consumer of beer 
comparatively, the consumption having 
decreased from 8.1 gallons per capita 
in 1901 to 7.5 in 1905. 

When we come to the oonsunfptlon 
of spirits w T e find very great and sig¬ 
nificant changes. The thirteen enu¬ 
merated nations range in their per cap¬ 
ita consumption of spirits in the fol¬ 
lowing order: Denmark. Austria. Hun¬ 
gary, Germany, Holland. * Sw'eden. 
France, United States, Russia, Belgium. 
Australia. Canada, United Kingdom. 
Thus the United States which are sup¬ 
posed by many to be leading drinkers 
of spirits, stand eighth, and Great 
Britain last. Denmark consumed in 
1905, per head of population, 2.42 gal¬ 
lons of spirits, which, compared with 
2.60 in 1901. Germany got away with 


Great Britain a&mramed .91 of a gallon 
per capita In 1905, as compared with 
L09 in 1901. Belgium, which stands at 
the head of the beer-drinktng countries, 
consumed 1.10 gallons in 1906, a reduc¬ 
tion from 1.89 in 1901. Denmark, which 
is at the head of the spirit-drinkers, is 
also fourth in the per capita consump¬ 
tion of beer, standing next above the 
United States. , 

In the matter of wine drinking ten 
enumerated countries stand in the fol¬ 
lowing order: France, Italy. Spain, 
Austria-Hungary, Germany, Australia, 
Belgium, United States.^ioiland, tho 
V tilted Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland. France Is credited with 9D.S 
gallons per head yearly in the period 
from 1901 to 1905. This is an increase 
from 23 gallons yearly in 1891-95. Italy's 
per capita is 25.1, an Increase from 20.6 
in the former period named. Spain 
swallowed annually in the later period 
18.5 gallons, a decrease from 21.1 In the 
former period. Germany consumed 1.45, 
an increase from L19. The United 
States consumed .43 of a gallon, an In¬ 
crease from .30. It is worthy of re¬ 
mark that France, the greatest wjne» 
producing country in the world. Im¬ 
ports more wine than it exports. 

As a source of revenue alcoholic bev¬ 
erages are most productive in the Unit¬ 
ed States, where they yielded In the 
period from 1901 to 1905, an average of 
$194,660,000 yearly, as compared with 
$175,194,000 In Great Britain, $165,461,000 
In Russia* $82,730,500 In France, and $65,. 
697,700 in Germany. In both Great 
Britain and the United States these 
beverages yield about 28 per cent, of 
the total receipts. 

These figures, which ar© not neces¬ 
sarily correct In every detail, while 
probably approximately right, show 
that this country is not a leader, popu¬ 
lation considered, in the consumption 
of any sort of alcoholic drinks. We 
aro eighth In the use of spirits, fifth 
in the consumption of beer, and eighth 
in the drinking of wine. At the same 
time the figures show some Increase In 
tho consumption of all theso since 
1901—slight. It is true, but It is prob¬ 
able that even this will be challenged, 
for the external indications are that 
there has been a decrease. It is to be 
remembered, however, that good busi¬ 
ness has afforded the means for larger 
indulgence in luxuries.

In hls admirable book, entitled "The 
Swiss Republic," by odds the best his¬ 
tory and dissertation upon the Helve¬ 
tian Confederation extant, the Hon 
Boyd Winchester gives us an elaborate 
and thoughtful chapter upon the in¬ 
itiative and Referendum, to which Mr. 
Bryan referred in one of his recent 
speeches. The Courier-Journal Is asked 
by many readers to explain just what 
the.se proceedings mean and how they 
work. Yesterday we made a brief di¬ 
gest from Mr. Winchester. We can not 
do better, however, than print the en¬ 
tire text of "Chapter VIII." which is 
wholly devoted to tho subject. We 
do this alike for the benefit of the peo¬ 
ple and the newspapers, which should 
and doubtless will generally reprint It.

The plebiscite Is a revolution¬ 
ary' or at least ubnormai proceeding. It 
is not preceded by debate. The form and 
nature of the question to bo submitted 
to the nation are chosen and settled by 
tho men In power, and Frenchmen are 
asked whether they will or will not ac¬ 
cept a given policy. Rarely, Indeed, 
wnen it has been taken, has the voting 
Itself been either free or fair. Delibera¬ 
tion and discussion are the requisite con¬ 
ditions for national decision.

Tnftnt. Those essential charac.eiistics. the 
lack of which deprives a French plebis¬ 
cite of all moral significance, are the 
undoubted properties of the Swiss Refer¬ 
endum. It Is a real appeal to the true 
Judgment of the nation, and the appeal is 
free from the coercion, the unreality and 
the fraud which taint or vitiate a plebis¬ 
cite. The Referendum, In short. Is a reg¬ 
ular, normal, peaceful proceeding, uncon¬ 
nected with any revolution, any violence 
or despotic coercion.’• 

"The Referendum is a kind of substi¬ 
tute for the veto; it gives no power to 
modify, no power to substitute; it Is a 
pure negative. It does not enable the 
electors to pass laws at their own will; 
it is a mere veto 00 such legislation as 
does not approve Itself to the electorate. 
It Is a veto lodged In the hands of a 
sovereign people. A question Is simplified 
as much as possible, and ©very citizen 
has the fullest opportunity, from the pub¬ 
lic platform or in the columns of the 
press, or in private conversation, to ad¬ 
vocate or deprecate Us adoption; and the 
entire enfranchised portion of the com¬ 
munity is asked to S 4 »y Aye* or ’No* as 
to wrhether the law shall become operat¬ 
ive. It Is a reference t© the people’s 
Judgment of a distinct, definite, clearly 
stated law. Under the Constitution of 
1848 only such measures passed by the 
Assembly os clearly involved constitu¬ 
tional changes were subject to the Refer¬ 
endum. The Jealousy of the Cantons, lest 
their own civil and religious prl 
should be invaded, and their fear 
fluences. In the een-yu! Government, ad¬ 
verse to their own Sovereign rights, de¬ 
manded an unrestricted reference to the 
popular vote. This was conceded In the 
revision of 1874, when the Referendum 
was extended to all Federal laws nnd 
Federal deoreos. ’of a general nature and 
not of an urgent character.* The matter 
now suands thus: no change can be in¬ 
troduced into the Constitution which 
Is not sanctioned by the vote of the 
Swiss people. The Federal Assembly, 
Indeed, may of its own authority pass 
laws which take effect without any pop¬ 
ular vote: but It Is practically true that 
no enactment, important enough to exclt© 
opposition, can ever become a law until 
it has received the deliberately expressed 
sanction of the people. The words 'de¬ 
crees of a general nature and not of an 
urgent character’ have never received 
even a quasl-Judlclal construction, either 
from the Federal Council or from the 
Federal Assembly, the two organs super¬ 
rising Its execution. There doubtless has 
been conflicting and arbitrary action tak 
en under It. The weight of opinion, as 
Inferred from the line of precedence, ap¬ 
pears to be that resolutions are of a gen¬ 
eral nature, when they fix permanent an l 
obligatory rules, either for the citizens 
or the Cantons, but not when they apply 
only to special cases. The whole detail 
of tho exercise of the Referendum Is 
placed by the Constitution, under The 
regulation of the Assembly, and In June. 
1874. soon after the adoption of the Con¬ 
stitution, a Federal law w'as passed for 
carrying it out. All laws and resolutions, 
on which the popular vote may be de¬ 
manded. are to be published Immediate¬ 
ly after tlielr passage, and copies seat 
to the Governments of the several Can¬ 
tons. Through the Cantons they are 
brought to the attention of the Com¬ 
munes. The official publication expressly 
••alls attention to the ‘date of opposi¬ 
tion.’ or when the period for Referendum 
expires. This period Is ninety days, run¬ 
ning from Che date of the publication of 
the law. The demand for a popular vote 
must be made by written petition, ad¬ 
dressed to the Federal Council, all sig¬ 
natures must be autographic, nnd the 
chief officer of the Commune must at¬ 
test the right of each signor to vote. 
If, at the expiration of the ninety days, 
tho demand is found to have been made 
by 30,00) voters, the Federal Council fix*‘s 
a date for taking the popular vote: this 
date must be at least four weeks from 
the date of the notice given by the Fed¬ 
eral Council. Tho vote Is ’Yes’ or ’No.’ 
and a simple majority of those voting Is 
decisive. Unless, however, the demand 
for such a reference Is made within the 
ninety days, the people are presumed to 
have given a tacit assent, and the bill 
becomes a law, and Us execution order¬ 
ed by the Federal Council. 

Under this peculiar Institution, a con¬ 
dition exists. In which the sovereignty of 
the people Is no longer a speculative doc¬ 
trine, but a living reality; it makes a 
very direct and thorough democracy, and 
Its application has proven neither Inef¬ 
fective nor unduly obstructive. Since tho 
adoption of the Referendum, in 1874, ther«.

safeguard In making the legislative pow 
er directly responsible to public opinion, 
and In giving the nation an easy and 
simple opportunity of marking that opin¬ 
ion; of testifying their disavowal and ns 
Joetion. If M, as alleged, produces a 
diminution of the feeling of responsibility 
In the representative, that possible disad¬ 
vantage Is outweighed by the educative 
effeot which It exercises on the great 
bulk of the citizens. It tends to give 
them a keener interest in political ques¬ 
tions. Through It the citizen becomes 
conscious of hls individual Influence, and 
that his vote contributes appreciably botii 
to the maintenance and direction of the 
laws under which he lives, and he Is Im¬ 
proved with the necessity of a careful 
discharge of his political rights.

Experience Baffled the Debate. 


" 'To the confusion and dismay of tho 
strongest advocates of the Referendum, 
me measures which they most prised, 
when so put, have been negatived. Con¬ 
trary to all expectations, laws of the 
hlglvest Importance, some of them openly 
framed for popularity, have been vetoed 
by the people after they have been ado;t- 
t*d by the Federal and cantonal legis¬ 
latures. This result is sufficiently Intel¬ 
ligible. It U possible, by aglUitlon and 
exhortation, to produce In the mind of 
the average qltJzen a vague Impression 
that he desires a particular change, but 
when the agitation has settled down, 
when the subject has been threshed out, 
when the law Is before him with aJI Its 
detail, he is sure to find In It something 
that Is likely to disturb his habits, his 
Ideas, hls prejudice, or hls Interest, and 
so lie vote© ‘No.’ Thus It serves ms a 
guarantee against precipitate legislation 
In milters of vital concern to tne com¬ 
munity; and Is considered thoroughly suc¬ 
cessful by those who wish that there 
should be as little legislation as possi¬ 
ble. In short, the Swiss experience wdth 
this popular veto on legislation Is evi¬ 
dence that, under certain circumstances, 
£t produces good effects. It does not hur¬ 
ry on a law', nor facilitate any legisla¬ 
tion; it merely forms an additional safe¬ 
guard against the hastiness or violence of 
party; It Is a check on popular Impa¬ 
tience. It secures the laws against any 
change which the sovereign people do not 
deliberately approve. The object of such 
safeguard Is not to thwart the wishes of 
the democracy, but to insure that a tem¬ 
porary or factitious majoritv shall not 
override the will of the people. It tends 
to produce permanence In the tenure of 
office; it ie a distinct recognition of the 
elementary but Important principle, that 
In matters of legislation patriotic citi¬ 
zens ought to distinguish boiw'een meas¬ 
ures and men; and this distinction Swiss 
voters have shown themselves fully ca¬ 
pable of drawing. It is an Institution 
which admirable fits u system of popular 
government. It Is the only check on the 
predominance of prurty which Is at the 
same time democratic and conservative, 
ns tt has demt>qstrated. It is democratic, 
for it appeals to and protects the sover¬ 
eignty of the people; it Is conservative, 
for It balances the weight of the nation’s 
cbmmon sense against the violence of 
partisanship and the fanaticism of over- 
zealous reformers. 

"The history of the Referendum In Swit¬ 
zerland ronftrnz the fact that, as a rule, 
the people are not favorable to legisla¬ 
tion; and that the necessity must be very 
great nnd the good ends aimed at very 
manifest, to withstand a direct consulta¬ 
tion of the constituencies. The ancient 
republics hardly legislated at all. Tlielr 
democrartic energy wan expanded upon 
war. diplomacy and Justice; putting near¬ 
ly Insuperable obstacles In the w\ay of 
a change of law. From fundamental and 
permanent causes springs this legislative 
infertility In republics. Changes are at 
once conservative and progressive; con¬ 
servative because progressive, progressive 
because conservative. Tlve Referendum 
reserves to the pe<ii>le. a« the old Swiss 
expression ran, hocnot© und grosste Ge- 
W'alt, the highest and greatest power. The 
foremost statesman in Switzerland, a 
member at present of the Federal Coun- 
prlvlleges ctl.** calls It l’essal lo plus grandiose 
\ar of in- qu’uno Republlque afrt Jamais terete, the 
grainiest attempt ever made by a repub¬ 
lic. Tho constitutional provision that 
when a certain number of voters demand 
a particular measure, or require a further 
sanction for a particular enactment, tt 
shall be put to the vote of the whole 
country, certainly presents a considerable 
future before democratically governed so¬ 
cieties. Peradventure the United States 
may realize the prophecy mode by Mr.

The Referendum Is practically In use 
In the United States for conotitutional 
amendments, but so far American pub¬ 
licists seem to regard it quite out of place 
for ordinary laws, and allege that it© In¬ 
troduction would obecure the distinction 
on which the whole® American system 
rosts. For this reason the growing ten¬ 
dency of the people, in the several States, 
to take a direct part in legislation, even 
by means of constitutional amendments, 
is regarded by the same school of think¬ 
ers as a danger, which. If It goes too far,

FAVORS LIBERALITY TOWARD 
TRANSPORTATION ENTERPRISES 


DEPRECATES GENERAL HOSTILE 
ATTITUDE TOWARD RAILROADS. 


TAX EXEMPTION ALSO URGED. 


By practicably a unanimous vote the 
Board of Trade yesterday passed resolu¬ 
tions condemning the hostile attitude of 
the public regarding railroads, urging the 
utmost liberality toward transp'Jttatlon 
companies "consistent with public mor¬ 
ality” and declaring for ten years* ex¬ 
emption from taxation for new transpor¬ 
tation companies or new lines constructed 
by old companies. The resolutions In the 
main were those adopted by the Board ol 
Directors of the organization several days 
ago. only slight changes being made. The 
expected fight on the adoption of the res¬ 
olutions materialized, but the opposition 
was greatly tn the minority and the sub¬ 
stitute resolution, which was offered as 
given in the Courier-Journal yesterday 
morning, received only five or six votes 
out of a possible about one hundred. 

The meeting was held In the Exchange 
Hall of the Board of Trade at noon and 
W. W. Hite, president of the Board of 
Trade, presided. The meeting was for the 
special purpose of considering action in 
relation to railroad legislation. The res¬ 
olution was presented by the committee 
which hod drawn It and for more than an 
hour it was discussed In Its various 
phases. It wru* agreed that a vote should 
be taken at 1:15 o'clock and tho arguments 
waxed warm at times. 

The substitute resolution declared that 
the best way to avoid antl-rallroad legis¬ 
lation la to remove every cause for rea¬ 
sonable complaint, that safety devices 
should be liastened, that Louisville Is 
entitled to a car allotment that will re¬ 
move the possibility of a car famine, that 
local rates Into Louisville should be re¬ 
duced to the Cincinnati basis, that the 
passenger rates south of the Ohio 
not be higher than those north of the 
Ohio, and that the best lndu< ^f mcn J , r ™ 
capital la not through **? m V'*™ 
taxation, but by a rate reduced 
the necessities of a government econom¬ 
ically administered.

Weather conditions, unseasonable almost be¬ 
yond precedent, have ."-tarled retad trade 
and agriculture to an extent that cannot yet 
be measured, but the loss will be consider¬ 
able. Spring opened with tne brightest pro* 
poets for business and crops. but record 
breaking result* can no longer be attained 
May. thus far. has brought complaint* of ex¬ 
cessive cold from almost every section of the 
country and In many cases ft i* found that 
mctvuntlle collections have uecn slow on that 
account. Freight congestion is relieved, how¬ 
ever. and traffic 1* very* heavy, partly In prep 
aratlon for fall and winter bu.-lnus*. which l* 
viewed with confidence, while ia*t year'* pro* 
sure causes a big movement of coal and a: 
tractive price* bring a vast tonnage of wheat 
to primary market*. The outlook in the Iron 
and steel Industry wa* never brighter. Steel 
rail* are constantly ordered, much new* bust' 
nes* being in light rolls for trolley lines, and 
makers of agricultural implements are pur¬ 
chasing bars freely. 

Textile mill* are still actively engaged, as 
a rule, but in the primary markets there U 
some Irregularity. Cotton gao.l* are no cheaper, 
but the effect of the backward season on re- 
tail trade is frl: tn all department*. Business 
at first hand la more active on forward con 
tracts than for quick deMvery and there 1 * 
less offering of premiums for *pot goods. Yet 
the m;lLa are not offering concessions, which 
may be due In part to the --gh cdst of raw 
cotton. Tho only Interest of the Jobhtng trade 
Is In fall goods, current needs having been 
supplied. Export trade continues featureless, 
th© only sales b*Mng small parcel* for the Red 
Sea. As to woolens, men's wear orders appear 
less freely and the slow movement is also at¬ 
tributed to the weather, retail clothiers mak¬ 
ing little preparation for another season wh«n 
current distribution is so slow. 

While the footwear niArkts cannot be termed 
active, there Is a steady volume of buslnrat 
that keeps New England producer* fairly 
well engaged. A better tone exist* thAn at any 
rerent date, most Eastern producers n ;w ex¬ 
pecting to keep factories active through ml 
the season. Prices are generally firm, several 
upward changes being made on sub.:tJn:ial 
contracts for oil grain boots, and other ad¬ 
vances are recorded, but satin goods are slight¬ 
ly cheaper.

duct ion having strengthened the position of 
tanner*. A largo Bale of belting butts is re¬ 
ported and a good demand exists for all coL 
orrd kid. calf -kins an.l add© upper leather.

Weather report* have dominated commodity 
exchange*, the net result heing a further 
rise in price*. Domestic statements of injury 
by insects and cold wer*» supplemented by 
poor progress In many other natUns, and the 
exx^r: demand was maintained In th© face of 
discouraging prices. Better traffic and a;tract¬ 
ive quotation* cf the arrival* of wheat In the 
primary ru»rk(8* and expv*rt* c'ompare favor¬ 
ably with last year's movement.

FUTURE NEEDS. 

Developments Will Be Closely 
Developments Will Be Watched To 
Get a Line On Fall Trade. 

New York. May 10.—*Bradstreet*a to-morrow 
will nay: 

Weather conditions as for the five weeks 
past are still the key to th© Irregular crop 
and trad© report* covering a wide area of 
country. Freezing weather and snow have hurt 
trade and retarded crop prepanat Ions and 
growth In the Northwest, while low tempera¬ 
tures and heavy rains affect Southern distri¬ 
bution and crop growth, and measurably In¬ 
fluence distribution In the Central West and 
East. 

Despite the between-scasons period, the slow- 
ness of retail trail© ami collections, there are 
few complaints coming from Jobbers and 
wholesale lines, except that filling-la orders 
•re light and that recall stock* are reported 
heavy. On© explanation of this is than Job¬ 
bers and wholesalers had a very heavy vol¬ 
ume of business booked, deliveries upon which 
have been slow, and the lull ha* enabled the 
latter branches to ca'C‘rti up tnoasureably with 
demands. Demands from wholesalers, there¬ 
fore, while smaller than some months ago. 
have been sufficient to keep all actively en¬ 
gaged. /nd crop and trade developments from 
now on will be closely watched to allow of a 
proper appreciation of future needs of fall 
trade. 

Other development* of the week have been 
encouraging. The iron and steel Industries are 
actively engaged, current production Is, In fad, 
at the maximum, and other industries, partic¬ 
ularly building, gre being actively pushed. La¬ 
bor disturbance*, taken a* a whole, an- not 
serious, excepting at San Francisco, where 
business has been hr*nigh: 10 « complete stand¬ 
still by strikes of street-car hands and tele¬ 
phone operator*, and at New York, where a 
nearly general strike of dock laborer* ha* 
caused much Interruption to the movement 
of freight 

Higher prices for cereal, cotton and o:her 
natural products are a result of bad crop re¬ 
port* and broadening speculative Infer©*!. 
European crop report* are .Ittie better than 
our own. and partly explain higher quotations 
offered for wheat and corn. 

Cotton advanced 3f# point* for spot. 64 points 
for May and 60 points for July on continu'd 
favorable crop advices and re j sorted improve¬ 
ment in demand for cotton gojd* for fall de¬ 
livery. \8ofn* of the advance In futures was 
shaded Jater on rtsJixiug.

A Judgment was collected through the 
office of George W. Long. United States 
Marshal for the Western District of Ken¬ 
tucky. yesterday for $39»’,, Including costs. 
Which brings bock recollections of old 
times to many of the business men In 
Louisville. The judgment was paid by 
Henry Bronger and John Kesler In favor 
of R. H. Courtney, receiver for the Ger¬ 
man National Bank. This is the Institu¬ 
tion. the wrecking of which is accredited 
to J. M. McKnight. who Is now serving 
sentence In the Federal penitentiurv ul 
Atlanta. Ga. Interest on the debt dates 
back thirteen years and the execution has 
been In the hands of the Federal offlcies 
for a long time. The recovery on the 
execution was for the benefit of George 
M. Fletcher. The money was received 
yesterday and paid over to the proper 
officials 

Anything bearing on the affairs of the 
German National Bank never fails to re¬ 
vive memories of the McKnight trial. He 
was accused of wrongful use of the funds 
of the Institution and fought the case In 
the United States Court for several years. 
He was finally sentenced to the peniten¬ 
tiary for seven years and Is now serving 
his sentence. Only a short time ago Will¬ 
iam Blades. Deputy United States Mar¬ 
shal. was In the Federal penitentiary at 
Atlanta and saw J. M. McKnight He has 
a clerical position In the Institution, but 
la not enjoying the best of heulth.

NUMEROUS OFFERS OF SETTLE¬ 
MENT URGED FOR DEFENDANT. 


AGENT FOR CHICAGO PACKER. 


W. G. Rltz. charged with the embezzle¬ 
ment of $5,479.0 from Morris & Co.. Chi¬ 
cago packers, whose trial consumed the 
entire session of the Criminal Court yea- 
torday, was acquitted last evening after 
the Jury had been out for forty-five min¬ 
utes. Horse racing, according to the de¬ 
fendant’s <vwn confession, was largely re¬ 
sponsible for his becoming Involved with 
the courts. and the fact that Ethel Day. a 
filly that looked good to Ritz at LatouU 
last fall, fallqd to win when ho had play¬ 
ed $ 1,000 of his employers’ money on her 
at 3^ to 1 was Immediately responsible 
for his troubles. 

He had been connected with the com¬ 
plaining corporation since 1903 and upon 
the admission of Its officials had made a 
splendid representative so far as getting 
them business was concerned. It was 
stated ut the outset by Aaron Kohn, ills 
attorney, that when he took the position 
In 1902 the company had little or no busi¬ 
ness here, birt that he pushed Its interests 
with such energy and ability that at tho 
time of his fall front favor their business 
from the Louisville territory was averag¬ 
ing fn>m |5,000 to $ 7,'**0 a wook. However, 
his salary during that time did not ex¬ 
ceed $25 a week. 

In going after business Ritz. Mr. Kohn 
stated, was free* to acknowledge that he 
had expended considerable money in order 
to get custom, but mat the company al- 
lowed him very little latitude In this di¬ 
rection, and that he merely used the 
funds on his own responsibility in the 
hope that they would be restored to him. 
It was made a feature of his defense that 
Ri*z had in fact allowed his eagerness for 
business to get the better of his Judg¬ 
ment until list fall lie found himself 
about $3.H0O behind with no means of 
meeting the obllgn/tlon. 

It was then that he drew out $1,600 of 
tho company’s money and went to Lito- 
nia in the hope of beating the bookmakers 
there out of sufficient to make good his 
shortage. However, his miscalculation as 
to the form of Ethel Day hastened the 
crash. The money which he had drawn 
out was part of funds he had collected 
from numerous butchers and grocers, cus¬ 
tomers of his concern, for which he 
should have accounted to the Chicago of¬ 
fice. He practically confessed to the com¬ 
pany what he had done and offered to 
square the count by giving up part of 
his salary each week until It was finally 
settled, line comjxuiy refused this propo¬ 
sition and set about to prosecute him. 

• • • 

Compromises Refused. 

Tho concern recovered $2,000 of the 
shortage from the bonding company on 
Rltz’s surety and also $1,800 left In bonk. 
Prior to that time, however. Rltz’s friends 
here had raised $1,700 with which an at¬ 
tempt wtis made to effect a compromise, 
hut to no purpose. Besides pleading pal¬ 
liation for the offense Ritz represented 
that he had made the contract under 
which he worked with Nelson Morris & 
Co., whereas the money taken was that 
of Morris &. Co. Tho first named concern 
w ns & firm, hut since becoming a corpo- 
raitlon changed Its style to Morris & Co. 
It was furthermore urged that the de¬ 
fendant was not guilty of any wrongful 
art further than a breach of trust. 

The parking c>mpany hod especially en¬ 
gaged Jajnes P. lid wards. Bernard Flex- 
ner w. M. Smith and Morton Morris to 
assist the Commonwealth. Mr. Kohn 
made an especial point that the cose 
against Ritz amounted to persenrtion In 
the light of refusals to compromise and 
pointed to tho array of counsel on the 
other side to prove his statement.
